~ GERMAN VIEW 


To the Editor, 
Hongkong Telegraph. 

Siy—I have read with much 
Interest the articles under the head- 
ing, Prisoners of Czecho-Slovakin; by 
Viscount Rothermere, the  well- 
known British newspapermin, by an 
anonymous correspondent, “Pro 
Veritas", probably a citizen of 
Czecho-Slovakia, and by Mr, EB. L. 
Ensterman, an sdmirer of the demo- 
cratic oasis of Europe. * 

‘As the theme appears to be of 
some general Interest inasmuch os 
the possibility of a new European 
conflagration has been pointed out, 
it might be only fair to your readers 
ta give them. an idea of the German 
point of view about this ‘problem 
too. Allow me, in the beginning, to 
make « few. remarks regarding he 
aforementioned articles: 

I cannot withhold my admiration 
for the frankness with which Viscount 
Rothermere spoke plain truth—such 
painful truth alwnys hurts and 
therefore, I quite understand the 
vehement and scornful reply of 
“Pro Veritas” who prefers to defend 
hig country anonymously, though it 
certalnty ‘would have been more 
useful in attaining the alm, to find 
the truth if one would have been 
presented with some statements 
and/or fncts about the real state of 
affairs of the oppressed four and a 
half million Germans, Hungarians 
and Poles jn Czecho-Slovakia. 

T shall make only one more remark 
about the article by “Pro Veritas”, 

“The Pittsburgh -Agreement of 
May 30, 1918.” This item seems to 
have escaped “Pro Veritas” ‘and 
readers would probably be interested 
to learn something more about this 
big bluff, "Facts cannot be distorted 
endlessly,"—I am in full agreement 
with this statement and shall be 
pleased to cite u few striking focts 
in order to allow readers to draw 
thelr own conclusions. 

Mr. E. L, Easterman cites Presi- 
dent Benes as having sald: “There fs 
a complete equality for minoritics 
under our constitution and we have 
full Hberty of speech and the press”, 

“We are remedying all legitimate 
grievances and shall continue to do 
so.” . 

Further: ‘We have given proot 
that we really wish to come to an 
ngreement with Germany.” 

1 regret very much I cannot find 
any accord between these statements 
and the hard facts. 

When in winter, 1937, the plight of 
the Sudeten Deutschen became un- 
benrable, and the half-starved Ger- 
man population made desperate. ap- 
peals by public demonstrations ‘and 
open Ietters of protest, when foreign 
newspapers gave ineredible accounts 
of the distress and oppression of the 
Sudeten Germans, when a certain 
European power (of the Western De- 
mocracy) used its good offices «at 
Prague to appeal to the Czech gove 
ernment for -concillatory mensurcs 
towards the minorities in the interests 
of European peace, then, the Czech 
government invited the German pars 
ties to submit their grievances, 

This was done and consequently 

the Czech government issucd an oM- 
cial communiqye on February 18, 
1937, promising to employ more Ger- 
man. labourers. .und officinis in. the 
German districts of the country for 
public works and in the administrap 
tlon, in accordance with the propor- 
tlon of the population; further, mea- 
sures for the relief of unemployment 
were mentioned in what was then 
generally called the Pacification Pro- 
gramme for the Germans in Czecho- 
Slovakia, . 
These were indted fine words, and 
the distressed people in North 
Bohemin were looking forward with 
new hope for betterment. But, alas, 
words remained words—no deeds 
followed. No sooner was this pacl- 
fleation decree published than the 
Czech press openly declared that the 
promise of the “Slovak” Hodza was. 
not binding for the Czechs. 
forcign Minister Krofta declared a 
few months later: “The Czech 
penetration of German Bohemia was 
a natural process which was besides 
that, justified, as the Czechs had only 
one country to live in whereas, the 
Germans had ,two countries where 
they could develop their cultural life, 
ete. The meaning of which.was very 
obvious, 

What has been done to relieve the 
Immense numbers of uncmployed— 
which represented about one third of 
the Germdn population in Czecho- 
Slovakin? 

The Prague newspaper, Bohemia, 
in its Christmas edition, 1937, pub- 
lished an account of public « works 
which had been executed In 1037. . 

Only in four towns were minor 
works executed, some new. police 
stations wore erected, some new ronds 
repaired. 

Deputy Richter proved by statistics 
In the Czech Parllament In. October 
1937, that in towns with 90 per cent. 
German population and more, only 
20.8 per cent, of Germans, were 
occupied in public works. . 

About the new enrolment for mem- 
bers of the government Administra- 
tlon staff, Premier Hodza himself, 
gave the following data’ before the 
Budget Commiltee:. So 

Ist: quarter 1937—4,048 offictals, 


-[ 8.52 per cent. Gérmans; £7,082 work- 


men, 14.83 per cent, Germans; 
.2nd quarter. 1937—2,847 officials, 
12.6 per cent. Germans; 11,018 work- 
men, 14.0 per cent. Germans, © 
This is the oMclal confirmation that 
the pledge has been- broken, for ac~ 
cording to Key, 22 per cent of the 
jobs ‘should have’ been given to Ger- 
mans. In addition, it, mustbe said 
that many ofthe above mentioned 
new employed, Germans have since 
then been dismissed agath:-becauso of 
thelr German, :feollngs. “But, even if 
the pledge: to provide new employ~ 
mént ‘for * tho, jsbiews, ‘. according 
to proportion "of. the... population, 
oP, “the |) great’.

Soctal Welfare in German districts 
hag been completely ignored. TI shalt 
cite only o few instances, In the 
town-of Ellenbogen is one . hospital 
with 89 beds which ls ycarly frequent- 
ed by about 2,700 patients and per- 
forms about 1,000 operntions, In 
spite of al] appeals to" the authorities, 
there still exists only one bath which 
ig situnted jn the cellar behind a 
‘wooden sereen, The nursery has 11 
beds with 30 children and is uscd to- 
gether with” cases. of tuberculosis. 
The dole for the unemployed is 
generally very. smoll, ‘The Sudeten 
German family father with five heads 
receives nbout. 20 kroners per week 
(which. is equal to 2/10); if a worker 
had only half of the scason, which 
generally means o 3 to 4 months job, 
he fa deprived of the bread and meat 
ration cards for the whole year. 
Then these poor creatures ‘are not 
allowed to accept parcels of food from 
Germany. On New Year's Eve, 1938, 
Czech Police raided 200 houses of 
Germans jn the districts of Neudech, 
Baerringen, and Platten, in order to 
investigate whether food parcels had 
arrived from Germany. ; 

Not much better off Is tho cultural 
'Hje of the Sudeten Germans. They 
‘are forced, with threats of immediate 
dismissal from their jobs (if they still 
have one at all) or with orders of 
boycott, to send thelr children to the 
Czech minority schools, y 

So the Czech schools of the towns 
of Tschernoschin, Techlowitz, Kla- 
dran, Kostebren, Littne, Ullnitz, 
Hermhinnshute, in the district of 
Marienbad, show thant from 
pupils, 141 are German ones, 
the ‘youths are systematically 
“Czcchised.” They are not allowed 
a German teacher. 

What about the freedom of the 
press in that democratic oasis of 
Europe? It had existed 50 far, only 
for Czech papers, Papers in the 
\German Janguare had no {reedom. 
They were under. strict censorship 
until the day before yesterday. Many 
newspapers had been suppressed for 
long terms. - Therefore 1 challenge 
‘the allegation of Mr. E. L. Enster- 
man's reported {freedom of the press 
in Ezecho-Slovakia, as untrue—and 
muy remind renders only of the 

ress reports of two duys ago which 

rought the Iulest news that now at 
lust, the suppression of the Germon 
written press, {in Czecho-Stovakia 
had been llfted, the censorship ha 

been withdrawn, ; 
“Just when writing these lines, 1 
henr over the radio that Prime 
Minister Benes, had, in addition to 
the above, -proclaimed a general 
amnesty for political offenders and 
gave further assurances of his in- 
tention for reconciliation, with the 
German citizens of Czecho-Slovakia. 

This will be the last chance of the 
Czecho Republic to preserve the 
peace. One promise, the promisc of 
February 18, 1037, ‘had already been 
broken; if this pledge now is ignored 
-ugain, German patience will be at 
un end, What has been the crime 


of these iil treated citizens in Czecho- |" 


Slovakia? Their. only crime was 
that they were of German Blood and 
language und naturally, of German 
‘feeling. For™ this: reason -only they 
were oppressed, persecuted ond 
trented as prisoners of Czecho- 
‘Slovakia,’ This must end now, That 
was possible under the ousplices of 
the Western Democracies, so Jong a9 
Germany was powerless and down- 
trodden. The’ new Germany has 
shown that al] patience can suddenly 
come to an end. 

1 ‘want to make it quite clear that 
we Germans are not looking for new 
conquests, what we want to do fs 
to Hberate our oppressed brethren 
and sisters .who are of our blood, 
from a foreign yoke and tyranny, un- 
less there {san immediate and 
genuine remedy. ae 
We ure not going to be fooled any 
will satisfy us. We want honest 
deeds, we want proofs of an honest 
Will to restore those human -*rights 
of citizenship Which, had been en- 
joyed by the Czech-born citizens and 
of which the three and .a quarter 
million Germans under Czech rule 
have been deprived until now, 

I hope, tn the interests. of the 
European peace, that the Czechs ore 
nble to learn out of tho. past and 
honestly try to make good their evil 
deeds of the past,

stolen, : 

ACCUSED RECOGNISED 

On March 9, the police got-on the 
track of the robbers, and a Chinese 
detective, acting on’ information, 
arrested defendant at Tsunwan, 
Tang was taken to the police station 
and searched and a pair of specta+ 
cles, which were subsequently iden- 
tified by Yim os his, were found in 
his pocket. A pawn ticket relating 
to an .overcoat: was--alse - found on 
Tang. The overcont was Inter re- 
deemed from the pawnshop, 

Later that same day, Mr, R, H. is. 
Marks, Assistant Superintendent of 
Police, held an identification parade, 
and Yim picked out Tang from a linc 


of nine men. ‘Wong, however, failed 
to identify him. When charged with 
the crime, Tang said that a woman 
named Choi Sze had given him the 
pawn ticket. He had asked her 
where she had got it from, and she 
said a man named Tsang Shing had 
given it to her, The woman, Tang 
claimed, asked him to redeem the 
overcoat for her, but he told her he 
had no money. ; 

After evidence had been given by 
Wong, Yim, detective C406 Yung 
Fal, Chan Chol, the pawn-broker, 
Mr. Marks, Police-Sergeant A. ff. 
Banks, and Ip Hol-to, police inter- 
preter, defendant clected to give 
evidence. 

DENIES KNOWLEDGE OF 

CRIME 
r He said he met ‘a man named 
Tsang Shing at Un Long on July 10 
Jast year, and the mon asked defen- 
dant to find hima job. On February 
17 this year, Tsang visited defendant 
and handed him a pawn ticket and 
asked him to redeem the overcoat, 
but defendant had sald he had no

Tang dened alt knowledge of the 
robbery, and: claimed the pair of 
spectacles found in his possession ns 
his own, saying he had had them for 
five years. He also claimed that 
on the night of the robbery he was 
at home in his village of Pat Heung

the Jury .returned an unanimous 
verdict of guilty. 

Addressing defendant, hls Lordship 

said: The Jury, in my opinion, have 
very rightly found you gullty.

Labour is attacking. the 
Anglo-Italian pact; and, indeed, 
criticism from that quarter was 
inevitable for two, reasons: first-

To the Editor, 
‘Hongkong Telegraph. 


Sir,—I have read with © much 
Interest the articles under the head- 
ing, Prisoners of Czecho-Slovakia; by 
Viscount Rothermere, the well-

anonymous correspondent, “Pro 
Veritus”, probably a citizen of 
Czecho-Slovakia, and by Mr. E. L. 
Ensterman, an admirer of the demo- 
cratic oasis of Europe. 

‘As the theme appears to be of 
some: general interest. Jnnasmuch ..as 
the possibility of a new European 
confingration has been pointed out, 
{t might be only falr to your readers 
‘to give them an Idea of the German 
point of view obout- this problein 
too, Allow me,‘In the beginning, to 
make a few remarks regarding he 
uforementioned articles: 

I cannot withhold my admiration 
for the franicness with which Viscount 
Rothermere spoke plain truth—such 
palnful truth always hurts and 
therefore, I quite understand = the 
vehement and scornful reply of 
“Pro Veritas” who prefers to defend 
his country anonymously, though, it 
certainly would have been more 
useful in attaining the alm, to find 
the truth if one would have been 
presented with some — statements 
and/or facts nbout the real state of 
ntairs of the. oppressed four and -a 
half million Germans, Hungarians 
and Poles In Czecho-Slovakia. 

J shall make only one more remark 
about the article by “Pro Veritas". 

“pe Pittsburzh Agreement of 
May 30, 1918." This item seems to 
have escaped “Pro Veritas” *and 
readers would probably be interested 
to learn something more about this 
big bluff, “Facts cannot be distorted 
endlessly,"—I am In full agreement 
with this statement and shall be 
pleased to cite a few striking facts 
in order 10 allow readers to draw 
their own conclusions. , 

Mr. E. L. Easterman cites Presi- 
dent Benes as having said: “There is

When in winter, 1937, the plight of 
the Sudeten Deutschen became un- 
bearable, and the half-starved Ger- 
mun population made desperate ap- 
peals by public demonstrations and 
open Ictters of protest, when foreign 
newspapers gave incredible accounts 
of the distress and oppression of the 
Sudeten Germuns, when a certain 
European power (of the Western De- 
mocracy) used its good offices at 
Prague to appeal to the Czech gov- 
ernment for conciliatory measures 
towards the minorities in the interests 
of European peace, then, the Czech 
government Invited the German par- 
ties to submit their grievances. : 
- This-was done and consequently 
the Czech government issued un offi- 
clal communique on February, 18, 
1937, promising to employ more Ger- 
man Inbourers§ und officials in the 
German districts of the. country for 
public works and in the administra- 
tion, in accordance with the propor- 
tion of the population; further, mea- 
sures for the relief of unemployment 
were mentioned in what was then 
generally called the Pactficution Pro- 
gramme for the Germans in Czecho- 
Slovakia, - 

These were indeed fine words, and 
the distressed people in North 
Bohemia were locking forward with 
new hope for betterment.

In 
spite of all appeals to the authorities, 
there still exists only one bath which 
is situnted in the cellar behind 
wooden screen, The nursery has 11 
beds with 30 children and is used to« 
gether with cases of tuberculosis, 
The dole for the unemployed is 
generally very ‘small. The Sudeten 
German family father with flve heads 
recelves about 20, Kroners per week 
(which is equal to 2/10); if o worker 
had only half of the season, which 
generally incans a 3 to 4 months job, 
he is deprived of the bread and meat 
ration cards for the whole year, 
Then these poor creatures are’ not 
mowed to accept parcels of food from 
Germuny.

_So the Czech schools of the towns 
of Tschernoschin, Techlowitz, Kla- 
dran, Kostebren, Littne, Ul lnitz, 
Hermannshute, in the district of 
Marienbad, show that from 182 
pupils, 144 are German ones. Here 
the youths are systematically 
“Czechised.” They are not allowed 
2 German teacher, 

What about the freedom of the 
press in that ‘democratic oasis of 
Parope? It had existed so far, omy 
for Czech papers. Papers in’ the 
German Janguage had no freedom. 
They were under strict censorship 
until the day before yesterday. Many 
newspapers had been suppressed for 
long terms, Therefore I challenge 
the allegation of Mr. E. L. Easter- 
man's reported freedom of the press 
in Czecho-Slovakla, as untrue—and 
may remind readers only of — the 
press reports of two days ago which 
brought ‘the latest news that now at 
last, the suppression of the German 
written press, in Czecho-Slovakia, 
had been lifted, the censorship had 
been withdrawn, 

Just when writing these Hnes, 1 
hear over the radio that Prime 
Minister Benes had, in addition to 
the nbove, procliimed a general 
amnesty for political offenders and 
gave further assurances of his ine 
tention for reconciliation, with the 
German citizens of Czecho-Slovakta. 

This will be the last chance of the 
Czecho Republic to preserve the 
peace, One promise, the promise of 
February 18, 1937, had already been 
broken; if this pledge now {s ignored 
ugain, German patience will be at 
an end, What has been the crime 
of these Hl treated citizens In Czecho- 
Slovakin? Their only crime was 
that they were of German Blood and 
language and naturally, of German 
feeling. For this reason only they 
were oppressed, persecuted and 
treated ns prisoners of Czecho- 
Slovakis, This must end now. That 


was possible under the auspices of |: 


the Western Democracies, so long as 
Germany was powerless and down- 
trodden. The new Germany has 
shown that all patience can suddenly 
come toe aun end, 

I want to make It quite clenr that 
we Germans are not looking for new 
conquests, what we want to do Is 
to ilberate our oppressed brethren 
nnd sisters who are of our blood, 
from a foreign yoke ond tyranny, un~ 
less there {san immedinte and 
genuine remedy, 

We are not going to be fooled any 
more. .No hollow phgnse or promises 
will satlsfy us. We want honest 
deeds, we want proofs of an ‘honcat 
will to restore those human “rights 
of’ citizenship, which had been enp 
Joyed by the Czech-born citizens and 
of which the three and a quarter, 
milllon Germans under Czech rule 
have been deprived until now. 

I hope,’ in the Interests, of | the 
European pence, that the Czechs are 
able to lenrn out of the past and 
honestly uy to make good their evil 
deeds of the past.

Many Familiar Maxims

“Head still,” “Eye on tho ball,’:

and “Cocked wrists,” Kenneth 


Wilson's little baok, “To Better Golf in Two Strides,” strikes an 


original and refreshing note. 
For fifteen. years: Wilson has 


been playing with and. teaching 


‘golf to players with handicaps varying from scratch to 36, and he 


claims to know something about 


have evolved from‘ his experience. 


His object (writes a special cor- 
respondent of the Observer) is to 
show the average golfer, the man 
with a handienp of 6 and upwards, 
what a simple game golf really is. 
He believes that most golfers are in 
a state of fright becnuse of trying to 
remember all the things that they 
have been told to do, and the in- 
numerable things that they should 
not do. Hence, Wilson starts with a 
little “debunking” by way of clear- 
Ing the ground for the constructive 
recommendations. * 

“Straight left arm” is one of the 
famlliar exhortations arousing his 
scorn, for the renson that if the shot 
is plnyed naturally the left arm 
cannot help belng straight, but that 
{f the player consciously thinks 
nbout it he will confound “straight” 
with “stiff,” 

Wilson claims that there are only 
two ‘bad shots In golf: eihter a ball 
{s'foully struck or it is hit in the 
wrong direction. If foully struck, 
the body Is at fault, [f sliced or 
pulled the arms are to blame. 


STUPID SLOGANS 


He describes the “Slow Back” 
slogan as utterly stupld. There js a 
natural speed for each individual 
which is determined by the indivi- 
dual not only in relation to the pace 
of walking, or driving a car, but in 
relation to the making of a golf 
swing. 

A person with a naturally lively 
tempcrament will swing much fas- 
ter, both up and down, than the 
person with a quicter disposition. 
The controlling factor is the natural 
speed at which the brain registers, 

Instead of attempting to swing 
back slowly, learn to have a definite 
position to achieve before hitting at 
the ball, and swing os fast a3 you 
like, providing that positlon is .con- 
sciously registered before returning 
the. pub ap oe hit.

It 
is. responsibte for, and the cause of, 
a whole serles of unnatural move- 
ments for it is physically impossible 
for the head to remain still, in the 
aceepted sense of the word, during 
the attempt to hit a golf ball. 1 

As a matter of fact, the head fs 
moving the whole time—foating, as 
it were, on the neck and shoulders. 
In comparison with the speed of the 
eubhend it is steady, but it is not 
Still. 

Wilson tramples heavily on other 
golfing slogans which, he declares, 
are malting the life of the average | 
golfer miserable, After discussing 
at length all the varlous methods— 
logical and {Ilogical—of doing a 
simple task, he sums up 4s follows:

A secret attempt to expel from 
Burgenland (Austria) Into 
Cxrccho-Slovakin twenty Jews 
and twenty Jewesses, cleven of 
whom are children, has been 
discovered by Czech frontier 
guards, 

The refugees were found this 
mornlag on a Czech istand in 
the Danube, near Bratistava. 
The Jews stated they had 
been forcibly removed to the 
Island In the night by local Nazi 
officials, who first of all confiscat- 
ed their property, 

Czecho-Slovakia has repatriat- 
ed them’ back to Austria.— 
Reuter, *

Knowing the tact of the 
Hon. D, M. S. as we do, we feel 
confident ‘that: the law, if and ‘when 
It comes into operation, will be ad- 
ministered with every regard to the 
convenience of the public,
